. Ii Former A. & M. 
Graduate Is 
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Former Bryan School I eacher 
Tells Of Experience In China 


(By Miss Coral Clark). 


CHAPTER IL 
Sunday Sept. 5. 
Yesterday things 
were fairly 
quiet and there was not anything 
much to write about. 
I had a good 
sleep until about Ave when the 
man next door called me saying 
that he was very sick. 
It seemed 
to be an acute stomach, so a dose 
of castor roil and a hot water bot- 
tie fixed him up all right. I fear 
I wickedly enjoyed giving him the 
castor oil for he had never had any 
before and I don’t think and one 
ought to go through life without 
that experience. 
It also saved me 
the trouble of making him take it. 
I took my bath and hoped to get 
back to sleep, but 
had niO such 
luck. 
In the afternoon we walked on 
the Bund and on some of the back 
streets where there 
are 
lots of 
Chinese shops. 
The poor things, 
even in the concessions, are scared 
to death, and had all the iron bars 
up on the windows but as it was 
so quiet in the afternoon the doors 
were open just a bit so customers 
could get in. 
We also went out 
and sat for a while on one of the 
big river boats where we could see 
over to the Wuchang side. 
Once 
in a while we sa wthem firing from 
the north end of the wall. 
Had I 
known that a man had been killed 
and another wounded on the Bund 
by stray bullets coming across, I 
certainly would not have lingered 
where we were. 
By nightfall the big guns and 
machine guns were going at a ive 
ly rate and some of our hosehold 
went up for some hours during the 
night and watched the battle from 
the roof. 
I knew I needed sleep 
worse than anything so I staid 
down and managed to sleep most 
of the night. 
At the early service 
the voice of the priest was almost 
drowned by the noise of guns and 
.•'aint Johns, the English church is 
not very large and Mr. C otter’s 
voice is certainly not weak. 
After 
breakfast I went with Mrs. Bliss 
over to the mission office to see if 
it was possible to get a message 
through to Wuchang as Dr. Bliss 
had not phoned her as he has been 
doing every morning about eight. 
We have tried to phone from here 
but each time we do central says 
the line is broken. 
Then we go 
over to the office and get them in 
a few minutes. 
This time we got 
Dr. Jam es of the woman's side 
first and afterw ards 
Dr. 
Bliss. 
Shots keep coming into the hos­ 
pital and the surrounding build­ 
ings on the compound. 
Last night 
a shot passed right over the bed 
that Mrs. Bliss uses when at home. 
One shot came into a ward where 
the mother of an hour-old baby 
mss and the mother get up and 
ran ,out if the room but has ap­ 
parently suffered no harm from it. 
The m aternity ward is full to over­ 
flowing and as far as the nurses 
are concerned it is a blessing for 
it keeps them so busy that they 
don't have time to be afraid. One 
day they were able lo buy a few 
vegetables, but generally there are 
r.one to be had. 
There is a. short­ 
age of coffins and this morning 
there were six corpses waiting for 
burial and no coffins, but Dr. Bliss 
said he hoped to get the carpenter 
to make a few rude boxes. 
They 
don’t know what they are going to 
do about burying 
them, 
as 
the 
gates are not allowed open long 
enough 
to take 
them out. 
We 
could not get Boone but the Bish­ 
op had phoned the hospital that 
they were all well and that a shot 
had passed through Dr. Sherman's 
front door but hurt no one. Dr. 
Wakefield from Ba me, was trying 
this morning to get permission to 
come to Hankow and 
take sup­ 
plies back bo the foreigners there 
I have not yet heard whether or 
nut he g »t through. 
Father Sou­ 
lier wanted to go to the church of 
the Ressurection this morning for 
service, but the bullets were fall­ 
ing so fast in the streets that he 
decided not to go. 
Over at Saint 
• Michael's there arc three hundred 
women refugees, so Father Wood 
sa;d he had a regular harem there. 
Bishop Gilman said there had been 
hard fighting outside the 
Little 
Last Gate and it was badly dam­ 
aged- 
We heard 
through 
the 
Lutist consulate that 
when 
the 
8 uthern troops tried to rush the 
Big East Gate that their dead were 
just left there in piles. 
Later we 
heard that Gen. Wu was having 
them buried to keep down pesti­ 
lence. 
I have maile no effort to para- 
gmph the above reports but have 
given them about as they came to 
us over the phone. 
How long we 
v. ill be able b • keep in touch with 
our friends by phone we do not 
know for today the enemy is work- 
-ing around unto the w a t e r front 
that until toduy has been open. 
This morning 
after 
service I 
went on the roof 
and 
watched 
things for 
a 
while, 
Fires were 
Hurtling ut 
several 
places 
and 
some of the men who had teles­ 
copes fear very much that Saint 
Andrew’s may be in ruins. 
Mr. 
Cotter is especially worried about 
the women ami children who had 
taken refuge there. 
There were 
over a hundred 
of them. 
Since 
about noon there has been very 
little firing. 
Mail is coming thru from Wu- 
■ chang and Miss Buchanan said she 
had talked by phone with one of 
our servants at isaint Hilda's on 
Friday but feared to ring up again 
.on Saturday for fear of offending 
the troops who ha^e 
taken po** 
session of the place. 
Here s hop­ 
ing that it is* so hot that they 
won’t feel inclined 
to 
take my 
blankets aud winter clothes for I 
don't see how I could possibly gat 


any more. Miss Buchanan decided 
to stay on in Wuchang at the hos­ 
pital doubtless thinking that this 
would blow over in a day or two 
but it looks Uke the siege will last 
quite a while. 
There is a wealthy woman here 
who was visiting in W uchang and 
she left must of her clothes over 
there, some several thousand dol­ 
lars worth und now she is throw­ 
ing fits to get them out. 
I fear 
she gets scant sympathy from us 
who have our little a1! over there 
and no money like she has to re­ 
place even necessary things. I am 
unusually fortunate. 
September o; 
ro r two nays I 
have not written 
because 
there 
have been no 
especial 
develop­ 
ments. 
AH Sunday 
night 
there 
was a terrific 
bombardment but 
the next day and nigh twere fairly 
quiet. 
Yesterday Bishop Gilman 
thought that things were all right 
and cabled home that all was well 
but last night 
they 
started up 
again, 
it seems that 
for 
some 
reason the Northern troops will 
not accept the term s 
offered by 
the Southerners even though they 
are nearly surrounded 
and have 
very little food. 
Last night they 
were shooting from the wall near 
Boone where the wall is a little 
broken so we have wondered if 
they were not trying to force an 
entrance at that place. Mrs. Bliss 
has just heard that they are now 
storming the Little East Gate. The 
city is bound to fall and it seems 
to us and to most of the Chinese 
concerned that the sooner it does 
the better. 
Hankow went over to 
the Reds without any question and 
now we see thier soldiers parading 
the streets and the ones who used 
to be Gen. W u’a 
are 
wearing a 
red, white and 
blue 
rug around 
their necks to show that they have 
gone over to the enemy. Hanyang 
also went over because the man 
at that place was a traitor to \Yu. 
They say that Wu suspected him 
and dismantled the arsenal a week 
ago so that the enemy found on­ 
ly the shell remaining. 
This morning 
I 
decided that 
things had quieted down enough so 
that I might as 
well 
be 
doing 
something useful so I started to 
studying Chinese for a change. I 
started to go from the porch to 
my room and I heard some one 
call my Chinese name and behold 
there were the 
cook 
and 
the 
co lie from Saint Hilda’s. 
I was 
so glad to sqe them as if they were 
some of the family. 
We hastily 
went down to Miss Lowe's room 
where they could tell- her better 
than they could me what had been 
happening 
on 
our 
compound. 
Poor things they were so excited 
and tired looking and they looked 
drawn from hunger. 
This is the 
tale as near as we could make it 
out. 
The Southern soldiers came 
and looked over all the buldings 
on the compound. 
They went into 
the church and 
wished 
to wash 
their faces in the brass basins that 
are used by the 
priest 
and the 
vessels for cleaning the commun­ 
ion vessel*. The servants said they 
said good words 
to 
them 
and 
bi ought them other basins so they 
did not use the things in the room 
of the holy clothes. 
(The pecu­ 
liar expressions used here are di­ 
rect translations from the Chin­ 
ese for they sound more graphic 
than any of our o*n). 
Then two 
of thse soldiers were killed by 
a 
shell bursting in the 
garden so 
they decided it was nut a desir­ 
able location and 
did 
not stay. 
Thi ne were days when the bullets 
came like rain and they lay in ter­ 
ror on the floor and dare pot make 
a fire even to cook food. 
My 
room, being on the corner near­ 
est the city see ms to get quite a 
lot of bullets. 
They 
said 
our 
walsl had been 
simply 
peppered 
with bullets 
and 
some 
damage 
done 
but 
they had 
moved our 
boxes and furniture 
away 
from 
the windows so that our things j 
were al present safe. 
The door ( 
of the room of the holy clothes!

amount experts 
estimate is lost 
each year by soil 
erosion,

started when M. R. Bentley, agri 
cultural engineer from 
the 
Col 
lege Station experiment 
station, 
and L. A. Jones of 
the 
Federal 
Department of Agriculture, began 
series of terracing 
demonstra 
tions with M. C. Counts, agricul­ 
tural agent of the 
Fort 
Worth 
Chumber of Commerce. 
1 he object in building terraces 
is to prevent the washing away of 
the soil, and with it some $3 per 
acre in increased crops, Counts 
explained. 
The average cost of 
terracing 
is only about $2.60 per acre, and 
is paid for with the first year’s 
crop. 
Bentley stated. 
One man 
with a team can construct about a 
quarter of a mile of terrace in t. 
day, and once each year makes it 
permanent. 
Not only does the terrace keep 
the fertility of the soil on 
the 
field, but it retains water longe 
and permits a fuller absorption, 
Bentley pointed out. 
Counts has 
records, 
he 
said, 
showing that the most fertile farms 
in 1 arrant county were terraced 
12 years ago. 
About 600,000 
acres 
in 
the 
county need terracing, he said, and 
he estimated that the yearly sav­ 
ing if this is done, will be around 
$1,500,000. 
Jones is here to 
observe just 
how the work is done in Texas. 
“The work in Texas lias been re­ 
markably successful,” Jones said 
“and I am here to get ideas for 
other states. 
We plan a campaign 
»oon in Southern Illinois, Indiana 
and Iowa. 
While the idea did not 
originate in Texas, the work ha* 
had such marked success that the 
Washington officials think they 
can learn something here.” 
Jones said that the Department 
Agriculture at Washington 
timated that 26 timea as much fer­ 
tility is washed away each year 
is needed for the crop, 
Bentley has been in this work 
for six years in Texas.
